Referendum to Raise Activity F ee $10 


Set for Today and Tomorrow, in the SUB 


Today and tomorrow BCC 
students will be voting in the 
S.U.B. on the Referendum to 
decide whether or not to sanction 
the Student Senate proposal to 
raise the activity fee $10, 
effective in September, 1972. 
Ballots will be kept separated, 
with seniors using the blue 
ballot, while freshmen will use 
the white. This method of voting 
was suggested by Senate to get a 
clearer over-all indication as to 
the voter breakdown, as_ the 
seniors will be unaffected by the 
fee increase. 

The Referendum has become

the biggest issue on campus this 
year, with much advance 
publicity in this newspaper, on 
posters all over campus and in ' 
Senate meetings and newsletters. 
On Tuesday, during a Faculty 
Association meeting when 
students had free time, the 
Executive Board of the Student 
Senate held a convocation in the 
gym. The Referendum was 
explained and questions were 
the student

On January 14, students 


responded overwhelmingly to a 
free mixer with dime time from 
9:00 to 10:00 p.m. The capacity 
crowd (people were turned away 
after 10:30 because of fire laws) 
was treated to what Senate 
claims will be a glimpse of the 
“New Social Activity’ program 
if the Referendum passes. 
Besides free mixers — which lose 
money Senate has also 
claimed the additional money to 


be taken in will provide lower 
ticket costs on other activities, 
such as concerts and films. In 
addition, the increased fee will 
allow for a larger range of 
daytime diversions and the 
introduction of new clubs, 
broadening the range of already 
available activities on campus, 
according to-Senate, 

The most important question 
at stake, however, is how many 
students will actually vote in the 
Referendum. Ona campus where 
apathy has seemed to be the rule 
rather than the exception, a 
turnout vote of 10 per cent is the

standard which has come to be 
accepted. Because of the vast 
amount of advance publicity, and 
because the issue of activity fees 
hits people where they feel it 
most — in their wallets — a much 
larger percentage of voters are 
expected to cast their ballots 
today and tomorrow.

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Technology and Liberal Arts Forces Split

Is there a war going on at 
Broome Tech, (rather 
Community), College? I imagine 

. the forces of Technology peering 
over their glasses, scrutinizung 
those forces of Liberal Arts as 
unmindful of the excellent 
caliber of educational technology 
which established Broome Tech’s 
reputation in the past, what of 
now? 

Our new title suggests a growth 
from only technical, occupational 
programs to learning in a 
broader spectrum of education. 
At the center of this growth is the 
conflict between the Semester — 


Applications Up 43% 


In Health 


Applications are up 43 per cent 
over last year in the health 
science programs at Broome 
Community College, and more 
women have applied than men 
for the first time in the college’s 
history. 

These facts were among those 


disclosed in the January report. 


The report also revealed that 
applications for all of the 
— college’s 15 curricula are about 
the same as last year, with 
declines in engineering 
technology, engineering science 
and business. The liberal arts 
program has about the same 
number of applicants. 

“Our application pattern is 
following the recent national 
trend,’’ said director _ of 
admissions Robert Pufky. “‘The 
Carnegie Higher Education 
Commission issued a report that 
showed undergraduate interest 
up in the health science area and 
down in engineering and 
engineering-related studies.”’ 

There are 1253 total 
applications for admission next 
fall, compared to 1248 last year. 
The health science applications 
were up from 289 to 412; liberal 
arts admissions were 467 this 


year and 463 last year at this.

Perhaps many students do not 
realize what the basic difference 
is between Quarter as opposed to 
the Semester calendar. Numbers 
are important. A full time day 
student has 99 credit hours to 
amass.in order to graduate. He 
sees his transfer college as only 
requiring, say, 123 credits to 
graduate in a four year format. 
He says to himself, ‘“Wow, I’m 
almost finished with college!”

‘“‘But I was amazed to see that 
we have quite a few more women 
applicants than men. That’s the 
first time this has happened in 
the college’s history,’”’ he added. 

In seeking an explanation, Mr. 
Pufky noted that the revised 
draft law and its lottery system 
have removed the incentive for 


some men to enter college. 


There were 654 male applicants 
last year at this time compared 


to 594 female, a male edge of 60. 


Nursing applications are up 
from 96 to 126, dental hygiene 
from 80 to 123, medical record 
technology from 4 to 17, medical 
office assistant from 25 to 26, 
environmental health technology 
from 18 to 26, medical laboratory 
technology from 21 to 37 and X- 


ray technology from 45 to 57.

What he does not realize is that 
he enly has 99 QUARTER credit 
hours. Translated into semester 
hours his total is more like 60 to 
66 Semester credit hours 
finished. Only 20 per cent of 
colleges in the United States are 
on the Quarter system. Broome’s 
myth, andit is a mythin terms of 
most colleges, is one of 
acceleration. The reality is 
homogenization. 

The Quarter system makes it 
possible to enjoy three ten week 
periods of intensive test and rest 
‘style of education. The student 
and faculty glossing over matters 
in a confined compacted time 
period beat the clock. No one 
really has the time to understand 
new ideas or even discuss them in 
depth. And sadly an educational 
experience diminishes when 
intensive involvement in subject 
matter is missing. How exciting 
and exilerating that experience is 
when one becomes involved with 
his own education not. simply 
understanding for tomorrow’s 
test. 

At Broome we now enjoy three 
delightful periods of the ‘‘finals’’. 
That’s where your stomach eats 
your liver as you attempt to keep 
a semblance of sanity under the 
synthetic false pressure of finals 
which are not final 
comprehensive ratings of each of 
us but rather just another test of 
flash memorization. 

Another bonus of the Quarter 
system is the numbers game one 
gets involved with attempting to 
transfer to another school. Other 
schools are usually reluctant to 
accept one-third of a year’s 
credit and paradoxically Broome 
Community’s own continuing 
education evening program is 
based on the semester system so 
that when one transfers to the 
day program his one half year 
course is only accepted by the 
day program as one THIRD of the 
fulfillment for a year’s total 
requirement. 

Mad? Insane? It’s also difficult 
for a day student to utilize the 
evening program. Women with 
families could simplify their 
programs in terms of organizing 
a partial evening day time 
schedule. 


On October 25, 1971 a study was 
published condensing the 
Semester—Quarter Argument. It 
begins by making some general 
statements about the possible 
implimentation of a new 
semester style format. 


1) The college cannot adjust to 
the semester calendar for 
September 1972. 

2) Course revision and calendar 
information cannot be 
completed in that span of time. 

3) Earliest possible imple- 

mentation of new academic 

calendar would be September 

1973. 

4) Movement to semester 

mandates major course and 

curriculum revision 

(Registration with State 

Education Department) 

submitted to Office of Vice 

Chancellor.) 


These opening statements 
represent Administrative 
problems concerning the time 
involved in changing a complex 
educational format. The world of 
Academic decision making is 
rather mysterious and eclectic 
for those of you that have never 
had experience with educational 
lethargic decision making 
process. It seemingly could be 
compared to our getting out of 
Viet Nam, in the terms of degree 
of difficulty. Caution is the 
byword of any bureaucracy. Or is 
this caution a negative response 
to any threat of change in the 
whole school’s status quo? 

The study continues as an 
argument listing proposals in 
favor of the Semester and 
Quarter system. Proposals in 
favor of Semester: 


1) Easy transfer to semester 
oriented institutions; both 
transfer and occupational 
curricula. If you have: begun 
transfer procedures yet you 
know about the numbers game 
involved in two-thirds of the 
first quarter. It’s complex 
enough to transfer credit from 
one school to another but the 
quarter system seems to add 
another needless burden. ' 

2) Less forced evaluation of 
student performance. This 


means that the test one day 
have an evaluation the next 
day would hopefully be 
dropped. Test and rest adds to 
the homogenization of our 
education. 

3) Lower administrative costs 
that quarter. 

4) Less pressure on the student. 
Material in a given course can 
be covered at a more leisurely 
pace. A student hasa longer 
period of time to adjust to 
course material. The student 
also can become more involved 
with course material and there 
by diminish the bored Broome 
blues of a surface beat the 
clock situation. It would also 
mean more discussion 
capability developed by the 
student. He could have more 
time to develop confidence in 
expressing himself verbally in 
the classroom situation. 

5) Single courses can be designed 
for direct transfer to semester 
oriented institutions. 

6) Most institutions in New York 
State are oriented to the 
semester. Transfers would be 
much easier to mid-year 
transfers would be facilitated 
by semester plan. How many 
students in LA, Business and 
other curriculums are planning 
to transfer to other schools? It 
appears that a great majority 
of people intend to transfer and 
are serious enough to take on 
the responsibility of financing 
those transfers by using 
financial aids. The excuse that 
money is at the root of inability 
to finance more education 
mseems to be a_ synthetic 
reason. 

7) Semester system appears to 
be best for Continuing 
Education from an 
administrative point of view. 

8) For transfer curricula, course 
content could parallel that of 
upper level institutions. 

9) Mid-term grades would reflect 
a more meaningful evaluation 
of student (and faculty) 
performance because of the 
larger span of time. (It would 
also make the mid-term 
examination more 
meaningful.) Instead of an S

Kay Lawson, in her book Political Parties and Democracy in the 
United States, spends an entire chapter discussing the failure of the 
American voter to demonstrate his concern and exercise his 
political muscle at the polls on election day. She indicates that 
reasons for political apathy range from, “mere disinterest to 
outright disaffection,” but concludes, ‘‘take comfort in the thought 
that the non-voters are precisely those individuals least “fit” to 
assume the duties of democratic citizenship.” 

These thoughts can be applied to the political microcosm existing 
at Broome Community College with respect to the referendum to 
be held today and tomorrow, which will decide if the activity fee of 
$40 currently in effect is to be raised to a total of $50 in order to 
allow for a general increase in the amount and quality of activities 
available to the student. 

The referendum was called for by Student Senate President 
Peter Weins and is supported by nearly all of the members of the 
Senate, each of whom represents one of the twenty-odd student 
organizations on campus. To them the increase in available funds, 
which passage of the referendum will mean, has a distinct and 
favorable effect, for next year their organization may not have to 
struggle so hard to have their budget requests granted by the 
Student Senate. 

But what of the disinterested, the students who do not participate 
in any of the extra-curricular activities? The fact is that they, or 
their parents, will pay ten dollars more, as they always have, for 
they do not participate, and they do not vote. It is for this reason ‘ 
that the referendum is almost certain to pass, and it will suffice 
simply toask those of you who participate in activities to vote.

Julian B. Rotter, an eminent psychologist, 
wrote in the June 1971 issue of Psychology Today 
that “‘The willingness to be an activist seems to 
be related to previous experience and the 
generalized expectation that one can influence 
his environment.” Dr. Rotter’s report was 
entitled Who rules You? External Control and 
Internal Control. 

From the unwillingness of Broome students to 

even become involved in campus life, let alone 
become activists, it seems that most of the 
students here think that they can do nothing 
about controlling their environments. The 
previous experience of this student body must 
have consisted of meekly saying yes when 
mommy said to be in by midnight, that is if she 
ever let them stay out that late. 
* Itis a shame that Dr. Rotter couldn’t come to 
Broome CC’s campus, there’s such a large group 
of sheep here. But it is just as well that he didn’t, 
because he found in his study that lower-class 
children tend to be external, that is controlled, 
and that children from richer, better educated’ 
families tend to be-internal. Without the benefit 
of a formal study, it seems that all one can find 
on this campus are externals. The exceptions are 
few and far between. Most of the internals that I 
know do not fit into the “‘richer, better educated 
family” category, and on this campus, when you 
know a few, of the internals, you know almost all 
of them. 

Dr. Rotter also stated that he found ‘“‘when 
they are manipulated, externals seem to take it 
in stride. Internals are not so docile. Remember 
the boycott on the meet the hornets convocation? 
There have been a few internals on this campus, 
fighting the good fight, and never winning, for 
years. This year the first, small steps have been 
taken to end Mr. Baldwins manipulation of the 


sports program. 

The internals who accomplished this are still 
working to improve student-administration 
relations and to give the students a larger, more 
equitable voice in affairs which concern, or 
should be of concern to the students, 

Strangely enough, it turns out that the internal 
are not totally against manipulation, only if it is 
subtle. On an out-in-the-open basis, internals are 
more co-operative than externals and out-in-the- 
open is where the small group activists on this 
campus are trying to convince the deans that 
problems relating to the student body belong. 

There is a referendum being held on this 
campus today and tomorrow. This is a chance, a 
first chance in many cases, for the students here 
to become internals, to have a voice in their own 
destiny. Grab it; Vote; Yes or no, just vote. It 
may be surprising to find out that a thing as 
small as putting a piece of paper in a box could 
be the first step on the road to self- 
determination.

heroes..., 

A second question is that of 
heresy. There will always be 
heretics. The only way to keep 
heresy from surviving is to go 
back to the(caveman era which is 
definitely not a ‘‘Walden Two.”’ 
No matter how hard we try, there 
will be some people who will not 
be cracked. 

Closely related to the problem 
of heresy is the problem of 
enforcement. In order to have 
effective enforcement, you either 
have to give the police ‘pride in 
achievement, heroes, idols...’, or 
recruit from the ugliest people of 
society. 

Given these insurmountable 
problems that we face, any and 
all societies that exist, I suggest 
we look not for a Utopia, but to 
our own society which is one of 
the best compromises ever 
agreed upon.

“Youth Power at Polls” F amiliar Headlin

“Youth Power at the Polls” — ‘‘Young Voters 
May Change Make-up of Congress in ’72” — 
“Nixon Re-election Threatened by Youth Vote.” 

These are familiar newspaper headlines. Since 
the adoption of the 26th Amendment, reporters 
have been predicting that the future of American 
politics could be largely determined by the 25 
million young people who will be eligible to cast © 
their first ballot in 1972. But the young voters’ 
road to the polling booth is not unencumbered, 
and their political power cannot be taken for 


granted. 


One serious threat to the youth votes is posed 
by the election laws of Michigan and North 
Dakota. In these two states, young people will be 
able to vote for one of the candidates for 
President in the 1972 election. However, they will 
NOT be able to participate in the NOMINATION 


of those candidates. 


For young people, voting for President in 1972 
could prove virtually meaningless unless they

have a choice in the nominating process as well. 
The struggle for the Democratic nomination at 
the July convention will be the likely focus of 
interest — and it is here that their 
influence could be vital. 

In 1968 young people were credited with 
important difference in 
nominating process of the Democratic Party. 
One presidential campaign even became known 
as the ‘‘Children’s Crusade.’’ Nevertheless, the 
influence of youth was limited. They could ring 
doorbells, stuff envelopes, write speeches and 
make posters. But real power — the vote — was 
generally beyond their reach. 

With few exceptions, young people were not 
given the opportunity of serving as voting 
the Democratic National 
Convention or of helping to select the delegates. 
Sixteen state delegations at the convention had 
no voting members under 30 years of age, and 
another 13 had only one delegate from this age 
group. (The Republicans have an even more 
dismal record. Only 1 per cent of the delegates at

the 1968 GOP Convention were under 30, while 83 
per cent were 40 years of age or older. In 42 
states, there were no voting delegates under 30.) 

The National Democratic Party has tried to 
rectify this past discirmination by requiring all 
to actively encourage 
participation of young people in all party affairs 
and to include 18-30 year olds in the National 
delegation

However, despite party reforms and despite 
the 26th Amendment, young people in Michigan 
and North Dakota will face severe restrictions 
on their right to participate in the nomination of 
a presidential candidate in 1972. Under the 
election laws of both states, National Convention 
delegates are chosen at state party conventions. 
State convention delegates are chosen at county . 
conventions. And county delegates are chosen at 
a party primary. This primary election 
represents the only opportunity available to ALL 
voters for participation in the presidential 
nominating process — and it has already been 


held. In both states, the election occurred in late 


~ summer of 1970. 


As a result, large numbers of Michigan and 
North Dakota voters will be prevented from 
taking part in the selection of their party’s 
presidential nominee. These voters include (1) 
18-20 year olds who are newly enfranchised by 
the 26th Amendment, (2) 21-23 year olds who 
were ineligible to vote in the 1970 primary, and 
(3) new residents who have moved into the state 
since 1970. In Michigan alone, the young people 
who are thus disenfranchised number over 


1,000,000. 


Bills have been introduced in the Michigan 
and North Dakota legislatures that call for a new 
primary in 1972. The North Dakota legislature 
adjourned without taking action, and Michigan 
politicians predict that the reform bill has little 
chance of passing their state’s legislature. 
Consequently, court action is the only remaining 


alternative. 


The Center for Political Reform has prepared 
lawsuits to be brought in each state by young 
voters and new residents who are deprived of 
their voting rights by state law. The suits are 
based on the 26th Amendment, the right to 
travel, the right of political association, the 
Equal Protection Clause, and the 1970 Voting 
Rights Act. The courts will be asked to enjoin 
present delegation selection procedures and to 
require each state to hold a new primary, 


election. 


If these court actions are successful, another 
barracade in the path of young people’s voting 
rights will have been knocked down. If they fail, 
the youth of Michigan and North Dakota will 
have good reason to question the legitimacy of 
the electoral process. It’s a shrewd trick to tell 
someone that he can now vote for President — 
but that he can have nosay in who the candidates 
are. As “Boss” Tweed used to put it, “I don’t 
care who does the electing, just so long as I do 


the nominating.” 


Wind Chill Cause of Frost Bite 


ALBANY — Beware of the 
wind chill factor, Dr. Hollis S. 
Ingraham, State © health 
commissioner, said today in 
urging all New Yorkers to be on 
guard against frostbite. 


“Even on relatively warm 
winter days, the cooling effects of 
the wind can create the same 
results as a much _ lower 
temperature,’’ Dr. Ingraham 
said, 

If it is 20 degrees F. outside, 
and the wind is blowing 20 mph, 
the effect is the same as -9 


onditions. 
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degrees F on a calm day. 
Snowmobilers and. skiers are 
especially vulnerable to frostbite 
because of their greater speed 
through the winter air. 


Frostbite can result anytime 
there is prolonged exposure to 
freezing temperatures. It occurs 
in three degrees. FIRST 
DEGREE usually results in a 
whitening of the skin, often 
followed by redness, itching, 
tingling, and loss of feeling. 
Numbness can occur so quickly 
that the victim, unaware of being 
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frostbitten, may remain 
outdoors, greatly increasing his 
chances of permanent damage. 

SECOND DEGREE frostbite is 
characterized _by tissues turning 
a purplish color and _ blisters 
forming on the skin. THIRD 
DEGREE may result in 
gangrene and the affected part 
may have to be amputated. 
Fortunately, third degree 
frostbite is quite rare, usually 
affecting only mountain climbers 
and those subjected to severe 
exposure. 

If frostbite strikes, do NOT rub 


in cooling power on exposed flesh under calm 
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mph have little additional chilling effect. 


the affected area! Get the victim 
to a warm place, give warm 
liquids, and warm the frozen part 
by applying slight heat (110 
degrees F. water is fine). In all 
but the mildest cases, seek 
medical attention. 

“The best defense against 
frostbite is to dress warmly in 
windproof clothing and go 
indoors when you begin to chill. 
Snowmobilers and skiers should 
stop frequently to check exposed 
areas for loss of feeling and other 
Fs of frostbite.” Dr. Ingraham 
said.

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X-Ray Tech Course Requires Two Years... 


Also Includes Summers

This year twenty-three freshmen and thirty- 
four seniors are enrolled in the X-ray technology 
curriculum at Broome Community College. This 
program, requiring two years, including 
summers, involves not only class and laboratory 
work but valuable learning experience in local 
hospitals. The students who graduate from X- 
ray technology are eligible to take the New York 
State Health Department examination, which is 
required to become a licensed practicing X-ray 
technician, and the diploma examination of the 
American Registry of Radiologic Technologists, 
required to become a Registered Technician. 
Many fields of employment are open to 
graduates of X-ray technology, including 
employment in hospitals, with doctors in private 
practice, for government agencies, and in 
industry. There is also the possibility of 
furthering their education and specializing in 
isotopes, nuclear medicine, specialized 
procedure and administration. The freshmen 
expressed a desire to specialize but will further 
explore all potential fields open to them before 
deciding which they want to pursue. 

In an interview with several of the freshmen, 
who are on campus Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, it was emphasized that helping 
people and performing a service is the main 


motivation. Everyone agreed that they carry a 
heavy work load. During the school year 
students spend sixteen hours a week in local 
hospitals and eighteen hours, including six 
laboratory hours, in school, while in the summer 


a full forty hour week is spent in hospital work. 
The students feel this program is good 
preparation for their vocation. They are 
satisfied that their teachers are well qualified 
and present their material at the proper level. 
They do feel, however, that classes could be 
scheduled more efficiently. This problem is in 
the process of being solved now, so the students 
will have fewer late afternoon classes. The 
freshmen are also concerned about a stipend 
they were lead to expect for summer hospital 
work. At the end of the first term they were 
informed that the cooperating Triple-Cities 
hospitals had decided not to offer this stipend, 

The Radiological Society of Binghamton has 
invited X-ray technology students to join. One 
freshman interviewed has joined but his full 
schedule has prevented him from attenddng any 
of their meetings. 

The students in this program do feel that they 
are alienated from the rest of the campus. They 
attribute this situation to the fact that they are 
only on campus two or three days a week and 
that their classes are all with the same small 
group of people. They share the views of some of 
the other curriculums that non-specialized 
classes such as English, could be incorporated 
with other curriculums. They do approve of 
having their classes in different buildings across 
campus. Say, “Hi,” between classes.

Bengla Desh, the victims of the largest genocide 
since the days of Hitler. Those who escaped to 
India with their lives were being decimated by 
cholera and starvation. The result of their 
meeting was ‘The Concert for Bengla Desh.’ 

In four or five weeks George Harrison 
organized the most unique concert in rock 
history, a completely non-profit concert with 
some of the top names in the musical world. The 
show was advertised as ‘George Harrison and 
Friends.”’ Later, it was billed, “George 
Harrison, Ravi Shankar and...’’ If you 
remember the preliminaries for this concert you 
will be able to recall the rumors that Lennon and 
McCartney would be there. In fact, it was even 
said the Beatles might play together one last 
time. 

Although the Beatles did not appear, the 
concert was designed to make Woodstock look 
like a rip-off. Just a glance at the names of the 
performers will give a clue as to why the show 
was. so fantastic: Ravi Shankar, George 
Harrison, Eric Clapton, Bob Dylan, Billy 
Preston, Leon Russell, Klaus Voorman, Ringo 
Starr, Badfinger, Jesse Ed Davis, and about 
twenty other performers and singers. 

The entire cast played gratis. Every cent 
which was taken in at the door ($243,418.50) was 
given to UNICEF for the Bengla Desh relief. The 
concert was taped and now a record has been 
released, with the money going to the relief fund. 

The album is definitely worth the price. Ravi 
Shankar sets the mood with ‘“‘Bengla Dhun.” The 
performance is great and anyone who is into 
Indian music will love it. After this, Harrison 
does three consecutive numbers from his triple 
album, including ‘“‘My Sweet Lord,” the 
instrumental has more realism to it somehow. 
Even though Clapton, Preston, Voorman and 
Harrison all played on ‘‘All Things Must Pass” 
the songs turned out with new dimensions. Billy 
Preston does one of his own songs, followed by 


Starr’s, ‘“‘It don’t Come Easy.’’ Harrison does a 
couple more songs followed by Leon Russell who 
does more than justice to the Stones’ “‘Jumpin’ 
Jack Flash.”’ The electric guitars then give the 
stage to the acoustic guitars for a rendition of 
‘Here Comes the Sun.” Perhaps the largest 
surprise of the entire concert occurs next; 
Harrison introduces Bob Dylan, who had not 
made a public performance in two years. With 
accompaniment from Russell, Harrison and 
Starr, Dylan does five of his best. As a finale the 
group does ‘‘Something’’ a song which the 
Beatles have never done in concert. In response 
to the cries for more, the song ‘‘Bengla Desh,”’ is 
performed. The jams in this song afone are a 
good enough reason to buy the album. It 
represents a definite plea, one which we cannot 
shun.

Ads for Viewers 


Minneapolis, Minn. (CPS) — Ever ask yourself, ‘“‘When is 
somebody going to do something about these rotten TV 
commercials?” Everybody talks about them — including the FCC, 
ACT, FTC, NAB, NARB, and other nebulously lettered 
organizations. But nobody does anything about them. 

It appears that a genuine hostility has developed on the part of 
the average viewer — and it was perhaps that hostility which drove 
quiet family-man Bill Bentzin tostart The Committee for Rejection 
of Obnoxious Commercials (CROC). 

Eight weeks ago, asa lark, Bentzin sent press releases to several 
national TV writers announcing the group’s formation. “I was 
overwhelmed,” he said, as he announced a membership of 1,400. 

Bentzin has subsequently quit his job of eleven years as a public 
relations operative for the Minnesota Mining and Manufacturing 
Company and now is devoting his energies to serving his growing 
membership and staying around his home doing free-lance writing. 

For the $1 initiation fee the new member will receive eight 
protest postcards, a ‘‘Let’s Get CROCed Together’ button, a 
membership card, a 17 by 22 CROC poster, and the right to vote in 
the March “Ten Most Obnoxious Commericals’’ election. 

Early reports indicate heavy nominations for Crest Toothpaste’s 
“Daddy, I only had one cavity,” Charmin Tissue’s Mr. Whipple 
commercial, and the Sani-Flush commercial which extols its 
virtues in a sexy dialogue over the bathroom toilet. 

““We may have to break the voting down into categories — like 
the most repititious, the most nauseating, the most offensive, et 
cetera,’ said Bentzin. 

CROC’s membership comes from unlikely places. According to 
Bentzin, it includes regional editor of a popular television 
magazine, a New York NBC executive, and the top executive of a 
local advertising agency. 

However, most are just plain folks. For years now I have been 
able to put up with cranky kids, a grouchy husband, rising prices, 
and crabgrass,” writes a housewife member from Lancaster, New 
York, “‘but those commercials are driving me NUTS.” 

A contest is being conducted for an official CROC poster, as 
judged by the officials of the Walker Art Center and the 
Minneapolis Institute of Arts. 

The current CROC poster, by a student from the Minneapolis 
College of Art and Design proclaims, ‘‘Dippity Do and Nausea 
Too,’ “‘Pampers have hit bottom,” ‘‘Nydol Commercials are a 
drug,’’ and ‘“‘Laxative commercials gotta go, go, go.” 

“Not everything about CROC is a joke,” warned Bentzin. ‘I think 
we have a good chance of becoming a very very effective national 
organization. Perhaps we can force some of those commercials 
that are outright ridiculous off the air.”’ 

Sitting there in his modest living room Bill Bentzin was obviously 
pleased. 

“Not everyone can go to the moon — perhaps this can be my 
contribution tosociety,’’... and besides, “I’m having the time of my 
life.”

QUESTION: I can’t seem to stop yawning. As 
soon as I complete one yawn, I feel the need to 
yawn again. There is no accompanying feeling of 
fatigue, and I generally get at least seven hours 
of sleep. What is most annoying are the yawns 
that I can’t quite ‘‘complete”’. Is this a 
psychological problem or is it possible that my 
circulatory system is receiving an insufficient 
supply of-oxygen? I do not smoke. 


ANSWER: I had a great deal of difficulty 
answering your letter. Each time I would read it 
I would begin to yawn and eventually begin to be 
pre-occupied with my own deep breathing. I then 
read your letter to several colleagues, and 
noticed that they began to yawn, become 
uninterested, and were of absolutely no help to 
me in unraveling your problem. The usual 
textbooks of medicine and physiology do not 
even discuss the topic. I can reassure you that 
yawning is not related to an insufficient supply of 
oxygen. Respiratory rhythm is primarily under 
neurologic control and the most dramatic 
changes are brought about by volitional efforts 
or are associated with exercise. 

The phenomenon you describe is recognized by 
most people from personal experience. Exactly 
what produces the sensation that a yawn is 
“complete”? is unclear, but the pleasant 
sensation that occurs with full expansion of the 
chest is unmistakeable. Respiratory rhythm and 
rate is quite influenced by emotional factors. 
Most likely, the inability to stop yawning with a 
sense. of incomplete yawns is the result of some 
complex interaction between you, your 
environment, and your lungs. I suspect that the 
more attention you pay to it, the more persistent 
it will be and it hardly seems worth all that fuss. 
As to what to do about it, cover your mouth. 


QUESTION: Often throughout the year, I have 
noticed that the water supply seems 
contaminated with rust. What causes the 
periodic coloring of the water? Is this water 
suitable for drinking?

ANSWER: Much of the rust is normally 
removed from water we drink on its way through 
water treatment plants. Nonetheless, a certain 
amount of rust does settle in pipes and other 
parts of the transporting and storage system. 
Whenever something occurs to change the flow 
through the pipes, rust can be stirred up and find 
its way out through your tap. This is perfectly 
harmless and does not affect skin. In some areas 
where there is a large amount of rust, clothing 
can occasionally become stained. Rust does not 
collect in blood vessels, intestines or other 
hollow human structures. 


QUESTION: How do people catch ‘‘crabs”’ 
(lice). Could I have gotten them from lying in the 
grass, or from a dorm mattress? 


ANSWER: The louse is generally named after 
the area of the body that it inhabits (i.e. head 
louse, body louse or pubic louse.) There are 
trivial differences between all three which do not 
affect our discussion. A collegiate favorite 
appears to be Phthirus pubis or the pubic louse. 
This one to two millimeter beastie (or 
ectoparasite if you want to be precise) is 
pictured below. It is almost always another 
venerial disease not spread by toilet seats. It can 
however be transmitted by wearing someone 
else’s underclothes, sleeping in a sleeping bag of 
an infested friend, or rubbing heads together. 
The possibility of getting lousy from lying on 
grass is nil. All dorm mattresses can give you is 
a sore back unless you’ve been sharing it with 
someone, in which case, read on. 

Growing comfortable at the base of pubic 
hairs, it uses the clearly illustrated equipment to 
hang on and inserts its mouth into a capillary 
and lives happily for about 25 days. During this 
time it lays eggs known as nits, if it is a female. 
The nits hatch into nymphs. Both the crabs and 
the nits are rather hard to see. The crab makes 
its presence felt with maddening itching. Pubic 
lice do not carry any other diseases but body lice 
can carry typhus and trench fever. There is little 
reason to worry about these diseases, as 
occurrence in developed countries is very rare. 
Although reputedly lacking in wanderlust, lice 
can be found in the scalp, eyebrows, eyelashes 
and beards on some adventuresome people. 
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Treatment is simple. Clothes and bedclothes 
are free of crabs in 24 hours since the parasite 
cannot live without a host. Infested clothes 
should be laundered separately from other 
clothes, or not used for a period of ten days to two 
weeks. This time span, or careful laundering is 
usually sufficient to insure that no lice or nits 
survive. The infected person should also be 
laundered. A special shampoo or lotion called 
Kwell is usually effective with only one 
application. Topical use of DDT both on the 
person and on clothing is ill advised and 
unnecessary. A prescription is necessary to 
obtain Kwell in most states for what must 
certainly be irrational reasons. Any physician 
should be happy to provide one for you if you are 
infected. It would be a good idea to have a blood 
test drawn for syphillis and be examined for the 
presence of gonorrhea at the same time you get 
treated for crabs. 


QUESTION: My boyfriend and I have been 
living together now for three months. Before 
this, we went together for over a year. In all the 
time we went together, I never noticed an 
annoying habit of his until we started living 
together. He is constantly picking his nose. He 
never does this in front of people when they are 
at our apartment or when we are out in public, 
but he does it often in front of me. I find this very 
embarrassing and would like to know why a 
person does this and how the habit can be 
broken. 


ANSWER: Human beings seem to have a-big 
thing about holes in their body, what is put into 
these holes and what comes out of them. Men 
and women of varying age, educational 
background and socioeconomic status are 
plagued by the accumulation of dried mucus and 
other debris in the lower end of their noses. 
From the time psychomotor skills develop to a 
sufficient level in late infancy or early childhood, 
human beings universally use an appropriately 
sized digit to remove such debris. 

Some people pick their noses to an excessive 
degree beyond what appears to serve any useful 
purpose. In a burst of conceptual creativity, 
some students of human behavior have labeled 
such excessive nose manipulating a form of 
symbolic masturbation. I think a simpler view 
might be that it is a localized form of ‘‘the more 
you itch, the more you scratch, the more you 
itch’ phenomenon and it is fed into by anxiety.

be Sr. Elizabeth McAlister, a Catholic nun and 
professor. 


— John Theodore Glick, a draft resister and 


former Eagle Scout who was released from 
_ federal prison on appeal in October after serving 
‘10 months of a sentence for raiding federal 
offices in Rochester, N. Y. , 

The existence of an antiwar kidnapping plot 
was first revealed to a_ startled Senate 
appropriations committee in November, 1970, by 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, who charged the 
alleged plot was led by Philip Berrigan and his 
brother Daniel, the anti-war poet-priest. 

Hoover’s testimony was delivered at a closed 
committee hearing, but he made sure it received 
wide dissemination by dropping 75 
mimeographed copies of it on a press table 
before he entered the closed committee room. 

Critics of Hoover, including Cong. William 
Anderson (D. — Tenn.), immediately accused 
him of trying the case in the newspapers instead 
of the courts. It was suggested he may have been 
motivated by the fact that Daniel Berrigan, 
recently a fugitive, had successfully eluded the 
FBI for four months while giving numerous 
underground interviews, making tw9 public 
appearances and, at one point, being trailed by a 
television camera crew. 

“He made the FBI look like fools,’’ defendant 
Glick noted. 

Hoover’s charges were followed last January 
by the indictment of six of the defendants for 
conspiracy to kidnap Kissinger and bomb 
government heating tunnels. Daniel Berrigan 
was named as a co-conspirator but was not 
charged. He was dropped from the case entirely 
in a new indictment issued last April, which 
added the two additional defendants. 

The new indictment also enlarged the alleged 
conspiracy to include a series of raids on draft 
boards and other federal offices in nine states, 
and, at the same time, lowered the charge from 
“conspiracy to kidnap,’ which bears a 


maximum life sentence, to “conspiracy to 
commit .offenses against the United States,” 
which bears a maximum penalty of five years. 

The defendants, all active members of the 
interdenominational ‘‘Catholic Left,’’ have 
steadily supported ‘‘the burning of paper instead 
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of children’? — Daniel Berrigan’s description of 
draft board raids. s 

But they deny they have plotted to kidnap 
anyone or bomb anything and claim the 
government’s charges are an attempt to smear 
the Catholic Left and the entire antiwar 
movement. 

‘What they’ve tried to do is to call us what we 
aren’t and in that way destroy whatever 
following we have,”’ defendant Ted Glick said 
recently. 

Added Mary Scoblick, ‘‘They probably 
thought we had more of an official following than 
we actually had. And the last thing in the world’ 
that a repressive government wants is for people 
of religious principals to become political. They 


need the Church very much to support them in a

country.” 5 

After months of delays, the Harrisburg trial is 
now scheduled to begin in January. Heading the 
legal defense team are former U.S. Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark; Leonard Boudin, who 
successfully defended Dr. Benjamin Spock in his 
conspiracy case and is now defending Daniel 
Ellsberg; former New York Senatorial candiate 
Paul O’Dwyer; and Terry Lenzner, who was 
forced out of his job as head of OEO legal 
services by President Nixon last year. 

The prosecution has announced plans to call 95 
witnesses. Among them will be Boyd F. Douglas 
Jr., an informer who, while serving a term for 
fraud and assault, met Philip Berrigan in prison, 
gained his confidence and smuggled letters 
between Berrigan and his friends outside while 
participating in a study-release program. 

What were alleged to be texts of two of those 
letters smuggled between Berrigan and Sr. 
McAlister were appended to the second 
indictment in an unusual legal move bitterly 
attacked by the defense for creating prejudicial 
pre-trial publicity. 

The letters, which were widely reprinted, 
discuss the possibility of a plan ‘‘to kidnap — in 
our terminology make a citizen’s arrest of — 
someone like Henry Kissinger’ and demand for 
his release the cessation of bombing raids over 
Southeast Asia and the release of political 
prisoners at home. 

Defense sources acknowledge that such a plan 
may have been discussed in a time of despair 
over inertia in the antiwar movement, but they 
claim it was never carried past the talking stage. 

‘“‘A key point in the trial is that people must 
learn to make the distinction between discussion 
and planning, and the necessity for free 
discussion in a tree society, no matter what the 
range of topics,” Tony Scoblick said recently. 

As for his truck, one of the unexplained ‘‘overt 
acts” in “‘furtherance”’ of the conspiracy cited in 
the second indictment is a ride across 
Washington in the truck in May, 1970. 

But Scoblick claims the truck could never have 
been used to carry off and house a kidnapped 
Kissinger. 

Why not? ‘‘It doesn’t have a toilet.”

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BOUTON SPEAKS AT B.C.C.

Jim Bouton, fastballer turned 
knuckleballer turned author 
turned sportscaster for WABC- 
TV, was the center of attention at 
the recent convocation of 
12th. Bouton, who 
became more of a national figure 
by writing a book than by 
winning 20 games in 1963 and 18 
games in the 1964 season as well 
as two world series triumphs in 
that same year as a Yankee, 
spoke to about 1,500 people in a 
speech that covered everything 
from ‘‘Baseball Annies,” to an 
excellent Howard  Cosell 
imitation, to vasectomies. 

Bouton’s first book, Ball Four, 
fired up the baseball world with 
its sharply worded criticism of 
many of the sports stars and 
officials. The controversy over 
the book, however, did help the 
sales. Bouton approximated the 
sales of Ball Four to be over 
200,000... hard cover; paperback, 
about a million and a half. 

The former Yankee great said 
that the purpose of Ball Four was 
to acquaint people with the way 
of life in sports really is. He told 
of how disillusioned he became 
about the sports world from 
reading Chip Hilton sport stories. 
Remember Chip? He was the 
golly-darn, humble, church-goer 
who excelled in every sport 
imaginable. Maybe that’s why 
Jim’s book raised such a stir. It 
had broken the mold of the run of 
the mill sports books. 

After the convocation, Bouton 
answered a few questions for the 
Fulcrum. 

Q. Some people say that 
baseball is the hardest, most 
demanding sport. These people 
cite the long schedule and the 
fact that the players have to live 
out of a suitcase. Others disagree 
and say basketball is tougher. 
What do you think? 


A: Well, as far as travel goes, 
I'd say ‘basketball is harder 
because they play one game and 
then they leave the town... And 
we’re (baseball players) in town 
for three or four days. But as far 
as degree of difficulty, I think 
hitting a pitched baseball is the 
single most difficult thing to doin 
sports. You just can’t teach that 
to somebody. I could play a little 
football. In golf I could make a 
hole-in-one by luck or something. 
In baseball you have to master 
the technical skill of hitting a 
thrown ball. In golf the thing is 
just sitting there; in baseball it’s 
moving. 

Q: This year, Vida Blue won 
the Cy Young Award as well as 
the MVP award for the American 
League. Some people think that 
the MVP should not go to a 
pitcher but instead to someone 
who plays more regularly. 
What’s your opinion? 

A: I think they should do that. 
Give them a chance to have 
another luncheon too. 

Q: Do you think the All Star 
teams should be picked by the 
fans as they are now, or by the 
players? 

A: I think there could be some 
kind of a combination where the 
fans pick the starting lineup and 
the ballplayers pick everybody 
else. I think that would be the 
best. 

Q: Doyou see a good future for 
baseball? 

A: Yes I do. I don’t agree that 
baseball is declining. In fact, 
attendance figures show that it 
isn’t declining. It’s only declining 
relative to other sports. Football 
is getting more popular at a 
faster rate than baseball is, so in 
comparison to football it is 
declining... 

Q: How do you like being a 
sportscaster at WABC? 

A: I like it very much because 
you have a chance to influence
